fect that  the  law'firm  of  Me»»r». 
Bowacr.  Reid  A  Wallbridge  had 
received  $J9,000  aa  a  result  of 
the  Kitsilaoo  Reaenre  »ale  waa 
given  ••  •baolnte  denial  by  the 
Hon.  W.  J.  Bow»er  last  eve- 
oinf. 

"There  is  no  truth  whatever 
in  the  •tatement,"  said  the 
Premier.  "Mr.  Hamilton  Rfad. 
the  lawyer  mentioned  in  Mr. 
Cole's  letter,  was  never  a  part- 
ner of  ttfc  hrm  of  Messrs. 
Bowser,  Reid  k  Wallbridge.  He 
had  been  a  paid  clerk  in  the 
office  of  that  Uw  firm,  but  left 
its  employ  a  naonth  oy  two  be- 
fore any  ncfotiatioas  in  respect 
to  the  Kitsllano  Reserve  were 
commenced  and  before  the  mat- 
ter had  been  considered  in  any 
shape  or  form. 

"Evidently  there  is  an  effort 
being  made  by  my  political  op- 

Sonents  to  connect  the  name  of 
Ir.  Hamilton  Read  with  that  of 
Mr,  R.  L.  Reid,  a  partner  in  the 
firm  of  Bowser,  Reid  &  V\^all- 
bridg«.  I  do  not  think  sacb  a 
despicable  innuendo  will  be 
credited  for  a  moment  by  any 
fair-minded  man.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  lawyer  who  carried 
the  litigation  in  connection  with 
the  Kitsilano  Reserve  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  was 
Mr.  J.  W.  de  B.  Karris,  who  has 
been  selected  as  a  Liberal  can- 
didate for  the  forthcoming  Pro- 
vincial election.  The  whole 
facts  of  the  transaction  are  in 
his  possession,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  had  there  been  any 
truth  in  the  suggestion,  which 
The  Times  wishes  the  public  to 
believe.

Mr.  Cameron  pointed  out  that  the 
proponal  tu  build  ahlpa  in  thla  Province 
for  the  handling  of  lumber  cargoea  to 
offahore  points  had  been  under  consid- 
eration by  the  company  for  aome  time, 
and  the  only  thing  that  had  prevented 
a  realisation  of  the  acheme  had  been  the 
very  important  matter  of  flnanclng  the 
venture. 

"ThlB  U  a  matter  that  wo  havo  been 
advocating  atnce  laat  rail."  added  Mr. 
Cameron,  "aa  It  la  the  only  feaalble 
method." 

Bavsiei^aieat  of  ladaatry 
Mr.  Cameron  pointed  out  that  Oovarn- 
ment  aid  to  ahlpbuUdlng  worked  out  on 
the  aame  baala  aa  the  Agricultural 
Act.  aa  Inatcad  of  loaning  money  for 
the  development  of  farm  landa.  tha  Gov- 
ernment would  advance  money  for  the 
building  of  ahlpa,  without  which  it  waa 
Impoaaible  for  the  greataat  reaourcea  of 
the  Province  to  be  developed.  "What 
we  are  aaklng  ta  an  act  along  the  aama 
lines  aa  the  Agricultural  Credlta*  Act,  mo 
that  we  con  immediately  proceed  with 
the  construction  of  ahlpa  and  develop 
the  induatry.  If  tho  farmer  is  entitled 
to  aaaiatanea  for  the  development  of 
farming  landa,  there  la  no.queatlou  that 
wa  are.  aquaUy  apUtlod  to  asataUaaa  for 
tha  building  of  ahlpa  wiih  wbloh  to 
carry  Brltlah  Columbia  lumber  to  the

The 
poaitlon  of  the  company  is   this:     They 
have  a  capital   of  fS.OOO.OOO,   a   bonded 
debt   of   tl.BAO.OOO,   and    aeoured    clalma 
of   tl«ft.<MM   and  iHiaacurad   of   |2&9,0«0. 
'The  company  have  been   la   llauldatloit 
for  the  paat  eighteen  montha.  and  during 
aH   thla   period   the    ahareboldara    have 
tMan  making  a  ayatamatle  and  bqalnesa- 
lilfe  attdinpt  to  raorganlaa  tha  company. 
Their    rapresentatlve,    Mr.    Sblbley    haa 
made  a  close  study  of  lumbar  eondiUona 
both     in     Brltlah     Colombia     and     tha 
American  atates  and  found  that  the  lo- 
cal aad   the    Prairie   marketa  are  quite 
Inadequate    to    taka   care   of   the    manu- 
facture of  the  output  of  the  Coast  mills.

OTTAWA.  March  1.— The  House  spent 
s  useful,  rather  than  s  spectacular  dsy 
todsy.  It  passed  a  resolution  urging 
the  Oovernment  to  encourage  the  flax 
Industry,  gave  a  aecond  and  third  read- 
ing to  an  urgent  railway  bill,  consid- 
ered a  measure  to  Improve  Canadlsn 
coastwise  shipping  isws.  snd  passed  the' 
Yukon  estimates  snd  a  good  deal  of  the 
immigration  appropriation. 

Tbe  ordinary  rules  of  the  House  were 
stretched,  in  order  to  pa«a  the  bill 
moved  by  Hon.  J.  D.  Raid,  acting  Minister 
of  Ilallwsys.  to  empower  the  railway 
commission  to  co-operato  In  moving 
western  grain  still  In  the  farmers' 
hands,  and  much  of  It  Is  lying  In  the 
fields  and  liable  to  serious  daroags  if 
not  moved  before  the  Spring  thaw. 

Dr..  Held  read  to  the  llouss  a  letUr 
from  Sir  Uenry  Drayton,  chairman  of 
the  commission,  who  suggested  the 
present  bill  as  the  best  remedy.  The 
opposition  approved  the  bill,  and  aaalat- 
ed  the  Oovernment  In  Its  fpecdy  paa- 
sage. 

The  sItuaUon  of  the  flax  industry  waa 
discussed  by  the  Westsrn  Ontario  and 
Prslrie  Province  members  at  consider- 
able length,  on  a  resolution  by  F.  Otaas, 
of  East  .Middlesex,  ssking  for  Oovern- 
ment assistance  snd  encouragement. 

Hon.  J.  D.  Hasen.  who  is  acting  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture,  announced  tbat  the 
matter  waa  already  under  conslderstlon. 
A  practical  sxpert  would  be  appointed 
shortly  to  mske  a  study  of  the  flax  flbra 
industry  and  the  possibility  for  further 
development.  A  ptont  for  experimenul 
purposes  will  bo  establlabed  In  eonnec- 
tlon  with  the  eentral  farm  at  OtUwa. 
while  experlnents  wilt  be  carried  on  at 
the  varioua  demonstration  farms 
throughout  the  Dominion.

Mr.  Harold  B.  Robertaon  occupied 
tlM  eluUr  and  bla  opanlns  prediction 
that  thoae  aasambled  would  hear  an 
tntelUvent  reoapttutatlon  of  the  quaa- 
tlona  before  the  electors  waa  mure  than 
borne  out  by  the  elfbt  Hpeechen  which 
followed.

^arty  by  the  unexpected  victory,  of  the 
amall  army  which  waa  eomlnc  ta  Vie- 
torla  plcklns  out  aeata  In  the  Aanembly^ 
and  of  the  brigade  whlcb  waa  "puaay- 
footing"  about  the  corrldora  of  the  l*ar- 
liament  liuildlnga  lookinit  for  mare'a 
neata  created  much  derlutve  laughter. 
Mr.  Wataan'a  fwcthev  deoiaratioa  that 
the  admlnlatratlon  welcomed  thoae  who 
had  charged  themaelvea  with  the  task 
of  Inreatlgatlng  waa  received  with 
loud  a<>plauae. 

Oaly  TiUaeatloa 
Mr.  1".  AV.  Uavey,  on  being  Intro- 
duced, referred  to  the  Imprexaloua  he 
bad  gained  of  the  character  of  the 
campaign  which  waa  being  waged 
against  the  Hon.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt  by 
the  Llberala  on  behalf  of  their  leader, 
Mr.  If.  C.  Brawater.  He  had  become 
convinced  that  the  Mtnlater'a  opponents 
were  bellevera  In  the  adage  that  the 
people  liked  to  be  fooled.  Mr.  Brew- 
ater  and  hla  aupportcm  had  done  noth- 
ing more,  in  all  their  ai>i>earaiiceB  be- 
fore the  Intelligent  eloctora,  than  to 
▼illfy  tha  admlnlatratlon  of  Sir  Rich- 
ard McBrlde  and  that  of  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Bowser,  the  present  Premier.  Their 
aaaerUona,  their  Inuendoea,  their  covert 
auggeatlona  had  been  backed  up  by 
nothing  that  waa  at  all  convincing,  and 
had  baen  ao  couched  that  there  waa  no 
doubt  that  aU  clean-minded  people 
would  revolt  agalnat  auch  tactlca,  the 
reault  being  a  reaction  that  would  ma- 
terially aaalat  In  placing  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Flumerfelt  at  the  head  of  the  poAla  on 
Saturd^. 

Peraonall)-,  Mr.  Davey  atated,  he  waa 
not  a  hide-bound  Connervative.  He 
aaa  not  one  of  those  who.  for  the  aake 
of  party,  would  aacrlflce  prlnclplea.  If 
he  thought  that  Rlr  Richard  McBride'a 
<"h)vernmcnt,  or  that  of  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Bowaor,  had  been  guilty  of  half  of  what 
waa  being  alleged.  If  not  openly,  Infer- 
entlally.  he  would  not  lend  It  hla  aup- 
port  In  this  he  thought  he  stood  with 
the  majority  of  the  Conaervatlvca.  The 
time  at  hla  dlnpoaal  did  not  itermlt  hlin 
to  go  into  the  gnat  variety  uf  the 
crltlolam  which  waa  being  brought 
against  the  Premier  at  th<>  preaent,  but

The  other  party  was  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  preaent  by-electlona  to 
levy  at  the  head  of  the  Premier  all 
Mnda  of  unjustllted  and  unprovable 
charges  In  thla  Conner  Hon.  To  those 
who  had  read  these  and  who,  perhap^ 
had  been  unable  to  hear  the  other  side 
of  the  story,  Mr,  Davey  udvlsed  that 
they  loo4(  i»p  the  (lies  of  The  i.'olonlst 
during  tha  time  of  the  last'saaalon  of 
the  Ijegtalatara  He  could  not  give 
the  axaot  date  but  It  would  not  be  dif- 
ficult to  And.  There  would  be  found 
Premier  iiowaer'a  statement  of  the 
Oovernmcnt'a  position  with  regard  to 
the  Dominion  Trust.  It  was  given  In 
full  detail,  documents  had  beeh  pro- 
duced,' and  In  comprehensive  and  con- 
cise terms  the  situation  of  the  Quv- 
ernment  with  regard  lu  the  defunct  Arm 
waa  outlined.

M.  P.  P.,  stated 
that  it  waa  a  pleaaure  to  have  the  op- 
portunity to  addreaa  auch  a  large 
crowd  of  the  c4tlaena  of  Victoria-  He 
waa  eapaclally  pleased  to  see  so  many 
ladles  preaent.  It  was  his  experience 
thlt  the  active  Interest  of  the  fair 
sex  lent  an  election  campaign  a  tone 
a'hlch  It  otherwise  lacked.  It  served 
to  stimulate  the  speakers  to  do  their 
beat  to  clearly  enunciate  the  prlncl- 
plt'8  for  which  they  and  their  party 
atoud  and  it  acted  aa  a  deterrent  on 
the  tendenclea,  principally  f^und  among 
the  advocates  of  the  Liberal  party.  %o 
descend  to  disagreeable  personalities. 
(Applause.) 

He'  was  In  Vancouver  a  short  time 
ago  when  the  Hon.  Mr.  Flumerfelt 
made  his  bow  as  a  politician.  It  was 
before  an  audience  of  4.00t  or  6,000 
and,  in  all  his  experience,  a  first  ap- 
pearance had  never  mode  auch  an  Im- 
preaaion.  The  unanlmoua  verdict  waa 
that  the  new  Finance  MInlater  vas  a 
business  man  from  the  drop  of  the 
hat. 

Mr.  Watson  explained  that  It  was 
hla  purpoaa  to  aay  comethlng  about  the 
remarkable  political  occurrence  In  Van- 
couver laat  week.  Admittedly  It  waa 
a  great  victory  for  the  winning  aide. 
He  would  not  say  for  the  Llberala,  be- 
cause they  had  not  brought  It  about 
entirely.  The  reault  waa  largely  due 
to  the  fact  that  large  numbers  of  mis- 
guided Conservatives  had  been  In- 
duced, In  the  belief  that  there  should 
be  an  opposition,  to  vole  for  Mr.  Mao- 
donald.

Others, 
wearing  masks  and  carrying  dark  lan- 
terns and  chloroform,  were  pussyfoot- 
ing up  and  doan  the  corridors  of  the 
Parliament  Buildings  looking  for  scan- 
dals with  which  to  stampede  the  elec- 
tors. For  his  part  he  wished  It  under- 
stood that  the  administration  welcom- 
ed the  Investigations  of  the  Liberal 
party  and  would  not  be  unwilling  to 
extend  all  ahslstance  tn  their  not  dis- 
interested effort*.  (Laughter  and  ap- 
plause.)

There  were  four  factors  in  the  defeat 
of  Mr.  TIsdall  in  Vancouver.  One  a-as 
the.  want  of  opposition,  another  tlie  hard 
times,  a  third  the  prohibition  cry,  and 
a  fourth  the  Domlnlan  Truat.  It  waa 
recognised  by  the  Conservatlvea  that  the 
present  House  waa  a  trifle  top-heavy, 
and  for  that  reason  particular  care  had 
been  taken  In  the  legislation  which  waa 
brought  before  I'arllamcnt  for  ratifica- 
tion. In  response  to  the  "opposition" 
plea.  It  was  pointsfl  out  by  Mr.  TIsdall 
and  his  supporters,  as  It  was  explained 
here,  ll»at  the  proper  time  for  the  Lib- 
erals to  obtain  strong  representation  In 
the  House  would  come  at  the  general 
election.  It  waa  not  far  off.  In  the 
meantime,  no  matter  what  the  outcome 
of  the  by-elections,  the  present  Oovern- 
nient  still  would  be  In  power  snd  In  a 
position  to  carry  out  the  legislative  pro- 
posals laid  down  by  the  cabinet,  and 
which.

If  perstoted  In.  would 
csuae  to  be  returned  to  Parltameot  a 
represenutlon  Just  as  heavy  for  the

Mr.  Waiaaa  aahed  the  UoaaarraUvao 
of  Vlatoria  ta  aiaad  by  their  party.  Tka 
paUdes  wktch  were  kelag  so  severely 
criUotaed  wltkewt  iaaUacatlon  were  the 
paltclaa  of  tha  pnali  Thmt  ware  em- 
bodied Into  lectatotiaB  ••  •  rsMUt  of  tka 
Butadate  of  tka  atoetafa.  Aa  a  reault  of 
their  adaption  by  81r  Richard  McBrlde 
he.  and  his  aaaocUtes.  had  been  pracU- 
cally  unanimously  endoraed  by  the  elec- 
torate of  British  C>»lumbla.  The  Llberala 
were  going  about  declaring  that  British 
Columbia  bad  b«eu  brought,  tbraugb 
maladmlniatratlon,  to  a  oondltlon  of  An- 
anclal  poverty.  And  yet.  in  aplte  of 
their  aaaertlona  tkat  the  provlace  had 
DO  aaaeu  left,  the  Uberala  were  ex- 
tremely anxloua  to  be  returned  to  power.

She 
took  her  part  In  the  struggle  for  human 
liberty   so   far  as  It    was    possible    for 
her  to  do.     (Apk>lause).     What  can   we 
do   for  herr'     And  then,     Mr.     Watson 
continued,  would  be  resumed  the  devel- 
opment of  th<  West  becauae  the  where- 
withal   would    be      forthcoming.      Trade 
would  be  re-eaUbllshed  on  normal  lines 
and  prosiwrlty  would  return  to  the  land. 
Tha  nahlMttoa  Apyaal 
Prohibition      was      another      question 
which  had  an  effect.  Indubitably,  on  the 
mind  af   the    Vancouver   electorate.      It 
waa  a  great  lasue  and  one  which  would 
be   faced    by    the  Administration.     That 
already  bad  been  Indicated.   (Applause). 
He  wished  to  state  that  an  unfair  use 
bad  been  made  of  this  by  the  supporters 
of  Mr.  Macdonald.     The  story  had  been 
circulated  that  the  liquor  Interests  ^re 
behind  Mr.  TIadall.     Thla  waa  done,  not 
only  publicly,  but  In  the  bouae  to  houae 
canvassing.    A  man  would  be  asked  how 
he    was   voting.      "Conservative."    would 
be  the  reply.     "Oh,  but  don't  you  know 
that  the  Conser>^tlv4s  are  the  support- 
ers of  the  liquor  InterestT'  would  be  the 
upbraiding  query.     There  was  no  doubt 
that   this   had    had  Its   result,   and    that 
hundreds    and    hundreds    of      Conserva- 
tives,  misled  as   to  the  attitude  of   the' 
Uovernment  with  respect  to  prohibition, 
had  allowed  their  better  Judgment  to  be 
swayed. 

Mr.  Watson  claimed  that, 'decisive  as 
the  election  of  Mr.  Macdonald  ap- 
peared, au  alaysls  of  the  Agures  showed 
that  the  result,  after  all.  was  not  so 
discouraging.  In  If  1 2  there  were  six- 
teen candidates,  Ave  Conserve  tlvees. 
Ave  Liberals,  Ave  Socialists  and  one  In- 
dependent Then  there  were  20,000 
names  on  the  Hat  and  10,000  votes.  The 
Conservatlvea  polled  approximately 
C.OOO.  Mr.  TIadall.  In  the  last  election, 
had  polled  B.OS:.  In  101>  the  Llberala 
had  run  to  t.SOO.  the  Socialists  to  I.STI, 
and  the  Independent  1,000.  Taking  the 
liberal,  Socialist  and  Independent  vote 
and  It  would  be  found  that.  In  the  last 
general  election,  Mr.  Tlsdalt's  vote  was 
more  than  overbalanced.  It  waa  fair 
to  assume  that  the  entire  elements,  an- 
tagonlatlc  to  the  Conservative  policies, 
were  concentrated  against  Mr.  TIsdall 
In  view  of  the  alllsnce  which  Mr. 
Parker  Williams,  the   leader  of  the  So- 
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ciallsts,    had    formed    with    the    Liberals 
In  the  preaent  by-elections. 

Concluding,  Mr.  Watson  declared  thst 
never  In  the  history  of  the  We#it  had 
there  been  a  period  of  greater  or  more 
general  prosperity  than  prevailed  In 
British  Columbia  during  the  adminis- 
tration of  Sir  Richard  McBrlde.

It  has  been  In  the  hands 
ill  b  liquidator,  at  the  Inaunce  of  credit- 
ore  who  are  owei  Tery  many  fhouaandrf 
of  dolUra.  The  milla  have  been  ahut 
down,  and  the  entorprlae  which  waa 
heralded  by  tho  Oovernment  preaa  at 
one  time  as  going  to  work  mrrvela  for 
Vancouver  Island  haa  been  a  derelict 
among  the  more  ftrmly  organised  but  not 
sa  spectacular   Industries  of   the  city.

reached  our  own  parapet,  they  algnalled 
ua,  and  than  ill  belt  turned  looae.  Thla 
was  about  3:10  a.ra.  The  Huna.  of 
courne,  thought  we  were  attacking,  and 
ruahed  their  rolnforcementa  up  to  their 
front'  line,  and  that  la  where  they  got 
It  Wo  almply  plastered  them 
a^rtUlery,  high  exploalvea,  etc.,  trench 
mortara  (alxty  pounda),  machine  guha. 
rifle  gronadea  knd  rifle  flre.  Some  of 
ilie  artillery  covered  their-  back  llnea 
and'  oommunicntlon  trenchca,  ao  thay 
ooulU  not  have  retired  without  mighty 
heavy  loaa.  and  from  the  way  they  re- 
taliated for  the  following  forty-eight 
hours,  they  certainly  aeemed  to  be 
'peeved.'  However,  they  are  quUtlng 
down  a  bit  now,  and  we  will  get  aome 
•loop. 

"The  Itth  Battalion  of  our  brigade 
on  our  right,  carried  out  the  aame 
athema  at  the  aame  time,  but  did  not 
have  quite  aa  good  luek.  They  had  two 
or  three  killed,  and  their  priaonera  ra- 
fuaed  to  return  with  them,  and  aa  una 
of  them  remarked  to  the  Huns,  "If  you 
aon't  return  to  our  llnea,  you  will  cer- 
UlBly  go  to  hell."  ao  they  brought  back 
their  tunica  for  tdentlAcatlon  purpoeea. 
Wllmot  of  our  party  waa  the  only  one 
wounded — ^Had  hla  arm  broken  with  a 
bomb — painful. but  not  aerloua.  I  think 
Wa  ccrtAinly  rattled  the  morale  of  tho 
Huna. 

*;  "I  .had  a  aort  of  minor  part  to  play, 
keeping  my  machine  guns  playing  along 
the  top  of  their  parapets,  ao  they  could 
not  loolk  over  and  aee  our  men  at  their 
Mrlrea,  alao  we  put  a  screen  of  Are  be- 
hlkd  Qur  party  on  their  return,  so  that 
they  rould  not  be  followed.  Altogether, 
It  waa  a  great  night,  and  everything 
worked  like  riock  work.  The  little  party 
dea^rve  a  whole  lot  of  credit,  a  man 
having  now  to  go  at  It  In  cold  blood, 
not  in  the  leaat  knowing  what  you  will

WASHINOTON.  March  I.^The  Suro- 
pean  war  o>ay  afl^ord  opportunity  to  tho 
United  atatea  to  catch  up  with  tha 
navy  ot^  Great  Britain.  Rear-Admlral 
Auatln  M.  Knight,  president  of  the  war 
college,  told  the  Houae  committee  on 
naval  affairs  yesterday.  That  the 
United  States  Is  now  "raonaced,"  but 
may  never  be  attacked  If  It  Is  prepared, 
waa  another  atatement  made  by  the 
naval  offlcer. 

When  asked  how  the  United  Btatea 
could  ever  "cateh  up"  with  the  navy  of 
Great    BrlUln.    Admiral    Knight    said: 

"I  have  a  atrong  conviction,  not  aup- 
storied  by  am*  eriden(?e.  however,  thnt 
tho  armament  race  between  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Germany  will  come  to  a  close 
at  the  end  of  thla  war.  I  think  It 
likely.  If  that  time  ever  comesi.  that 
both  of  these  nations  will  ha>e  lost  so 
many  ships  that  we  will  be  able  to 
wtth  !  catch  up.  Both  nations  will  bo  Impov- 
erlshed,  and  will  not  be  able  to  keep 
up  their  preaent  pace.  1  think  If  we 
mobilise,  our  Industries  and  uae  our 
ahipbulldlng  resourceo  we  will  be  able 
to    overtake    Great    BrlUln." 

Admiral  Knight  had  declared  that 
the  United  States  should  have  "the 
greatest   fleet   In   the   world." 

In  reiteration  of  his  position,  .Admir- 
al Knight  said  thut  the  United  SUtea 
waa  maintaining  poltclea  "IrrlUtlng"  to 
other  powers,  and  he  ouggeete<1  there 
might  he  trouble  after  the  end  of  the 
Kuropean  war. 

"Are  we  In  any  way  menaced?"  ask- 
ed Mr.  .Galloway,  a  "email  navy  mem- 
ber." 

"In  my  opinion  we  are,"  said  Adnlral 
Knight, ' 

"How?" 

"I  would  like  to  be  rxcjsed  from  an- 
swering   that    qucatlon." 

"I  would  like  to  And  somebody  who 
will  answer  that  question."  nald  Mr. 
Galloway.  "I  would  like  to  know  how 
we  are  menaced.  la  the  date  for  com- 
pleting this  great  fleet.  IfSS,  the  date 
when    this    thing    will    breakT' 

"I  don't  think  It  will  break  at  all, 
if  we  iirepaie  now,"  said  Admiral 
Knight.

Flumerfelt— 'Era  of  Devel- 
opment Should  Ensue.

"LcvUUUoD,  at  the  last  aeaalon, 
pU9*d  upon  th«  •t»tut«  hooka  th*  nbovo- 
r«f«rred-to  bill,  glvlnc  power  t«  tba 
Uov«rnor-ln-Councll  to  declare  th«  aama 
up«rattva  when  and  aa  It  abould  b«  d»- 
rkded  poaalbli^  to  advance  aunts  on  any 
■oft  of  aatlvfactory  landa 

"I  feal  sratifled  to  U«  abia  to  aniiounca 
to  you  tonlfht  that  upon  the  authority 
of  the  Honorable  the  Premier,  Instruct 
tlona  have  already  been  given  loolfins 
toward  the  Issuance  of  the  proclama-, 
tlon  necessary  under  the  provisions  of 
this  bill. 

"In  order  that  an  IntelUirent  and  sat- 
isfying understanding  may  Be  had  of 
the  far>reachlng  effects  of  this  legisla- 
tion, aad  the  probable  results  Chat  wlU 
follow  Its  oporatlon,  permit  me  to  refer 
to  a  few  outstanding  features  ,of  this 
Aet. 

"In  Uie  Orst  place,  this  Act  la  to  be 
admlnlalorod  under  a  commission.  Tho 
membefB  of  such  commission  are  to  be 
appolntod  and  to  have  within  their 
number  the  i>eputy  Minister  of  Agrl* 
culture  and  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
l^inanco,  and  I  shall  presently  show 
that  the  inclusion  of  these  two  gentle- 
men  is  a  first  essential  of  the  oporatlon 
and  conduct  of  the  bualneos  that  will 
arise  from  the  Introduction  oC  this  par- 
ticular measure. 

"Power  had  been  given  by  the  Act.  en- 
abling the  commission  to  Issue  securities 
endorsed  and  guaranteed  by  the  Province 
in  a  sum  'or  sums  not  exceeding  fifteen 
millions  of  dollars.'  Tho  FInanoo  Do- 
yartraent  will  be  cbargod  with  the  dis- 
position of  these  oeeurttlea.  the  resul- 
tant proceds  to  be  under  the  Immediate 
•tergo  of  the  Minister,  and  to  he  dis- 
bursed from  Ume  to  time  In  accordance 
with  tho  provisions  laid  down  by  tho 
▲at. 


"In  order  that  the  individual  through- 
oat  the  country  may  take  advantaga  of 
•dch  provisions,  he  must  comply  with 
oarsfvlly  defined  and  well  sot  out  coa- 
litions aa  to  the  vahie  of  his  property, 
the  relative  proportion  of  tho  amount 
to  bo  advanced  to  the  total  valve,  etc., 
Ota.  The  fanner  and  the  agrieulturist 
are  to  k«  pormltted  to  obulA  each  sum 
or  saaiM  npom  the  landed  security,  at  a 
rata  of  latorest  not  eaoeediag  one  per 
•out  of  tho  prime  oost  of  tlM  loasy  to 
tiM  OoTomment 

"In  other  words,  aasum*  that  in  tho 
dispoaitioa  of  such  oecurltles  the  Prov- 
Inee  were  called  upon  to  pay.  we  will 
•ay  for  the  sake  of  argamoati  six  aad 
oao-half  per  rent  per  annum.  The  far* 
mar  borrowing  from  this  fund  wouM 
bo  required  to  pay  a  rata  of  intarost  nat 
aaeaading  asvsM  •■<  aaa^lMlf  par  aant. 


rata  woaia  ba  feaseta*  in  the  intarost 
paM  hr  tha  fUtnar  aa  tjM  market  vartaa 
up  or  down. 

"It  is  axpaetad  that  by  tba  latfaAuo- 
tlon  of  this  Nil.  a  atroag  and  marttad 
im9*taa  will  ba  given  to  agrtooltwial 
Tlila,  ta  tara.  wilt  teve  • 


very  beneficial  effect  upon  every  inhabi- 
tant of  British  Oolumb^  who  must  of 
neeosslty  pay  the  current  prices  for  all 
necessary  foods,  and  when  one  consid- 
ers that  the  wealth  of  any  country  is 
largely  dependent  upon  the  production 
of  the  aoll,  and  when  wo  are  confronted 
with  the  faot  that  the  snwU  population 
(according  to  the  best  dependable  flg- 
ur^,  a»l.««*)  of  this  ProTtnoe  la  an- 
nually importing  from  thirty  tq  fe^ty 
million  dollars'  worth  qf  foods.  It  la 
perfectly  apparent  that  It  la  wisdom  for 
some  change  to  be  made  in  this  partlo- 
ulsr  connection,  and  if  by  the  intro- 
duction of  cheap  money  to  the  farmer, 
we  are  able  to  double  or  quadruple  our 
present  food  production,  great  good  will 
have  been  accompllahed,  not  only  la 
benefitting  tho  producer,  but  In  cheap- 
ening and  rendering  living  more  aaay  la 
this  great  western  Provinca 
OavMal  WoaHk 

"Then,  too,  the  cultlvaUon  of  the  soil 
win  add  materially  to  the  capital  of  tho 
Province,  as,  unlike  moat  other  things, 
all  wealth  produced  from  the  soil  is 
distinctly  capital  addition.  A  good 
many  different  opinions  exint  "as  to  tho 
area  and  posslbin  available  lamln'  suit- 
able for  the  production  of  cereals  und 
roots,  but  even  thoagh  the  smaller  es- 
timates are  the  maximum  of  these  arable 
lands,  BUfflcient  area  la  svsHable  to  pro- 
duce— a  good  many  times  over — the  ne- 
eesaary  foods  for  any  sutoh  population 
as  we  presently  have,  and  I  think  it  can 
be  shown  that  with  Improvement  of — 
and  more — Bt;ientiflc  metho<lii,  that  those 
srMis  not  now  calculated  to  be  of  first 
quality  for  the  purpose,  may  be  made  to 
render  very  valuable  contributions  to 
the  total  general  production. 

"I  have  taken  some  considerable 
trouble  to  ascertain  Just  what  may  be 
done  within  the  different  districts  of  the 
Province,  and  find  something  like  the 
following: 

"That  in  Cranbrook  a  moasurod  acre 
produced   771   bushels  of   potatoes: 

"That  a  measured  acre  In  Chilli, 
wack  prodiRed  M  tons  of  roots:  that 
II  acre*  In  Kelowna  produced  401  tuns 
of   potatoes; 

"At  Ladnors  l.MI  tons  of  potatoes 
to  the  aoro,  and  on  the  Delta,  !•  acres 
produced  last  year  1«4  bushels  of  oats 
to  tba  sere  for  !•  acres,  or  1,«40 
bushels  for  the  total  acreage. 


"Thaaa,  you  wlU  aotleo.  are  widely 
distributed  loealltiaa  aad  have  bean 
gathered  with  the  purpose  and  for  tho 
object  of  shewing  that  no  one  particu- 
lar district  is,  perhaps,  very  much  bet- 
ter than  another.  But  I  con  take  you 
Into  the  Orand  FV>rks  dlstrlet,  or  down 
Into  Vernoo  eoantry,  or  along  various 
porta  of  »ht»  Prasar  Mlver  aad  oAow 
to  you  othar  prodaetloa,  by  way  of 
?egaUbIaa  aad  fruit,  which  would  par- 
haps  ba  surtllng. 

"Aloag  the  Krasar  River  sugar  boots 
and  Aax  ean  be  suooosofuUy  grown, 
a  yield  of  from  It  to  2t  tons  to  bo 
secured  to  the  aero.  Tbosa  boats  will 
yield  about  II  par  oaat  of  sugar,  and 
after  havlag  had  aoma  correspondence 
with  thoae  abundantly  able  to  apeak 
on  this  subject.  1  am  convinced  tba 
sacar  baat  induatrir  can  be  aude  a 
very  proatai>le  aad  swcoeosful  uader-

"I  am  told,  by  those  who  should 
know,  that  cattle  can  be  erased  In 
large  numbers  along  tbe  Pacific  Oreat 
Baatem.  throughout  the  ■  l.lllooet  dis- 
trict and  in  other  parto  of  the  Prov- 
laoo.  I  am  also  led  to  undorsUnd  that 
tbe  weatern  part  of  the  Province  Is 
eminent^  suitable  for  the  raising  of 
sheep,  and  I  think  U  does  not  need  any 
Kraat  perception  to  believe  that  swine 
can  be  raised  In  almost  unlimited 
quantities.  Then,  It  may  t>e  naked, 
why  are  we  not  living  up  to  our  priv- 
ileges? Why  Is  It  we  are  willing  to 
go  on  In  this  same  old  way,  enriching 
and  building  u^  other  countries  and 
adveraely  affecting  our  own  Province? 
It  Is  not  so  much  the  payment  out  of 
pocket,  or  even  the  cost  of  living  that 
is  no  much  the  disadvantage  and  works 
to  our  detriment,  as  Is  the  fact  that 
the  moneys  entirely  d'isappfar  from 
our  own  trade  channels;  otherwlae  It 
would  be  simply  a  displacement:  as 
It  is,   «-e  arc  impdverlshed.

This  trade  is 
ona  to  wkloh  Canada  is  dlatlaetly  aad 
aspaelally  Intoreated.  aad  abauM  aet 
by  <.:anadians.  be  for  one  warn  ant  over- 
looked. Tbe  shortest  routo  by  actual 
mileage  from  tbe  manufacturing  centres 
of  Amarloa  to  AsUtlc  Russia  Is  through 
the  Canadian  porU  of  Vancouver.  Vic- 
toria, and  Prince  Rupert,  the  latter 
named  port  being  l.tll  miles  from 
A  laUlvostok;  from  Vancouver  It  Is  a 
matter  of  4,401  miles,  and  from  San 
li'ranclaco  4,100  miles.  This  will,  la 
part,  at  least,  illustrate  the  odvanUge, 
in  regard  to  dis tones,  our  Canadian 
porto  on  tbe  Pacific  have  over  Euro- 
pean countrtea.

Agriculture  I  am  hopefil  of  being  able 
to  Inform  you  that  this  bill  will  bo 
operative  at  the  oarllost  possible  mo- 
ment, and  every  facility  will  be  af- 
forded and  no  effort  will  be  spared  to 
give  effect  to  Its  operation,  and  so 
lonr  as  I  am  permitted  to  remain  In

race,  and  at  tbe  sam^  time  at  a  low 
coot  to  tlM  pooplo.  A  moot  axbausttve 
a3ftd  Msrcfalndf  tsqulry  was  ouidc.  and 
this  coaHBtoatoa  reported  that  ta  their 
opintoa  Japan  would  bo  the  best  and 
aheap  eat  fad  by  the  Importation  ,  of 
mocarowl.

"I  understand,  too,  that  the  port  of 
Vladivostok  is  practically  open  through- 
out tbo  year;  though  difficulty  is  at 
times  caused  by  leo  formation,  this  Is 
to  a  great  extent  overcome  by  Ice- 
breaklng  nuchlnery.  The  Russian  Voi- 
ifnteer  fleet,  which  is  Oovernment- 
oontroUed,  is — I  am  happy  to  say — ^in- 
auguraUng  a  regular  service  between 
Vancouver  and  Vladivostok,  and  It  is 
proposed  to  charge  a  rate  equal  to  the 
transpacific  rates  to  Japan  plus  ll.SO 
per  ton  to  VUdlvostok.  It  would  seem 
probable  that  as '  trade  develops  these 
prices  and  quotations  can  be  materially 
reduced:  and  1  also  understond  the 
itussian  Government  has  made  certain 
con<resslons  In  tho  shipment  of  goods — 
originating  in  Canada — to  Russian  ports 
on  throogn  bills  of  lading.  Thto  con- 
cession Is  a  very  valuable  fekturc  In 
considering  trade. 

"Uenerally  speaking,  the  Anglo-Saxon 
peoples  have  paid  little  or  oo  attention 
to  trade  developments  or  the  regular 
requirements  of  the  Russian  people. 
Their  demands  for  many  article«  of 
comfhon  use  are  constontly  Increasing, 
and  the  rank  and  file  of  the  people  are 
at  last  making  a  move  towards  a  high- 
er order  of  living,  possibly  approaching 
some  phases  of  our  own   civilisation. 


Canadian  manufacturers,  sven  from 
fJastern  points,  should  be  favorably 
placed  to  toko  advantage  of  these  op- 
pcrtunltfes.  particularly  in  respect  of 
k:astorn  Siberia.  Then,  too.  goods  Im- 
ported through  Russian  ports  on  the 
Psclflo  are  subject  to  a  more  liberal 
tariff  arrangement  than  those  entermg 
the  Kmpire  by  any  other  route.  Study 
of  the  total  Importo  will  not  disclose 
a  very-  large  amount  of  any  one  line, 
but  It  must  l>e  remembered  that  the 
present  business  is  but  a  small  part 
of  th^  potential  trade.  The  chief  in- 
dustry of  Astotic  Russia  is  agriculture. 
'X'be  demand  for  agricultural  machinery 
and  Implements  exceeds  that  of  nil 
other  clasoes;  other  articles  connected 
with  •farming  operations,  portable  en- 
gines, wagons,  food  grinders,  are  also 
acid  In  considerable  quantities.  The 
country  is  8?!T  in  the  constructive 
stage.  Tools  nnd  materlnM  for  the  con- 
struction of  buildings,  rosdR,  hnr^or8, 
ar>d  railroads  will  be  required,  in  In- 
creasing quantities.  There  should  be 
Hu  openintc  for  heavy  timbers  frvm 
Kritlsh  Columbia,  and  other  goodii  in 
this  class,  in  demand,  Ihclude  machin- 
ery and  equipment  for  mining  opera- 
tions, logging,  und  nmall-unit  flour  mill 
cte  vices.

The  depariment  reporta  that  the 
loaaea  tn  the  Vancouver  dUtrtot  have 
been  light,  owing  to  the  combined  ef- 
forta  of  the  raaidenta  of  the  suburban 
district*  ani  tha  game  wardena  to  keep 
lilt  '»lrd8  fad  durjng  the  wiatrg  wea- 
tb^r. 

The  worst  laasaa  ara  aald  to  have 
occurred  in  the  Dunoan  and  Comox 
districts  of  Vancouver  laland,  where 
tha  aaow  waa  so  deep  that  tt  not  only 
made  it  diAcult  for  the  Mrda  .to  find 
food  for  themaelves.  but  it  prevaatad 
the  ranchers  and  game  wardoaa  from 
d«ang  much  to  raaeh  the  birdk  with 
food.

CoL  E.  O.  Prior  oongratuUted  Vic- 
toria on  having  auch  a  man  aa  Hon.  Mr. 
Flumerfelt  otferlng  himself  for  the  posi- 
tion of  Finance  Minuter.  For  years  he 
had  known  him  and  could  aay  Mr. 
Flumerfelt  waa  an  honest,  honorable 
and  well-living  man.  capable  and  thor- 
oughly au  fait  With  business  affairs,  a 
Arat-claaa  Snanelal  expert,  the  aort  of 
man  tke  Province  needed  for  the  reapon- 
atbla  ofllce  of  Finance  Minister.  On  the 
shipbuilding  policy  of  the  Oovemment 
Col.  Prior  referred  to  the  long  discus- 
sion by  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  Victoria 
and  Vancouver,  In  which  the  Utter  took 
the  leading  part.

H«  haa  studied  the 
situation  and  had*  reported  to  hla  prln- 
clplea  In  New  Tork  that  ha  ballevea 
there  U  a  good  ekanoe  to  reofgaalse  the 
company  on  a  paying  basla.  All  that  ia 
needed  la  tranaportatlon  facilitlea.  He 
aUted  to  tha  Oovemment  that  ha  oould 
And  )5  per  cent  of  the  coat  of  the  ablp* 
if  tke  Government  would  guarantee  the 
balance,  taking  a  mortgage  for  aacurtty. 
The  Oovemment  would  not  guarantee 
more  than  SO  per  cent  aad  that  proposi- 
tion will  be  carried  out.  There  oouM 
he  no  doubt.  CoL  Prior  aaaorted,  but 
that  the  acheme  would  prove  to  be  a 
paying  oae  for  the  company.  wouM 
proYO  a  boon  to  tha  lumber  Industry 
aad  to  the  paoplo  of  tho  city,  and  the 
time  waa  not  far  diatant  when  not  six 
ahipa  but  aUty  would  be  built  la  the 
Province  and  be  plying  on  the  trade 
routes  ^of  the   world.

He  further  declarea  that  no  front  ia 
Impenetrable  In  the  face  of  a  modern 
artillery  attack,  but  he  bellevea  that  the 
Alllea'  oua  ia  to  "keep  cool,  to  be  avarl- 
cloua  In  depleting  the  main  reaervaa. 
and  to  keep  Increaalng  thoae  reaervea, 
for  action  when  the  Uermana  have  ax- 
hauated  themaelves." 

The  wrlter'a  belief  that  the  Qermana 
are  preparing  to  launch  their  main  at- 
tack at  aome  point  other  than  Verdun 
ia  aupported  as  followa: 

"Any  great  eucceea  by  the  Oerniana 
farther  to  the  northweat  than  Cham- 
pagna  may  under  the  preaerit  oondltlona 
bring  about  an  enforced  retirement  from 
the  Mcuac.  What  the  Qermana  hope 
for  la  to  atuck  the  bulk  of  tha  Alllea' 
reMirvea  eavt  of  the  Meuae,  making  an 
Imhiienae  clatter  there,  and  ttje  next 
Oefman  blow  from  the  northweat  prob- 
ably awaits  the  fulfilment  of  thia  de- 
sire. The  French  appear  to  have  met 
Ihe  Verdun  attack  with  reaM^ea  lust 
aufllclent  to  maintain  the  conflict.  There 
la-  no  Blgd  that  Oeneral  Joffre  haa  ytft

The  diacuselon  of  thia  renolutlon 
t>rought  out  that  its  aignif  icance  lay  in 
the  enunciation  of  the  principle  that  the 
country'a  Internal  production  waa  more 
Important  than  exporta  and  foreign 
trade,  which  hitherto, have  been  the  na- 
tional   reliance. 

Another  resolution,  for  reciprocal  trad- 
ing relations  and  tarlffa.  developed 
aome  opposition  from  the  adherents  of 
the  traditional  free  trade  policy,  but 
finally  pievallrd  with  practical  unanim- 
ity. It  provides;  '•Kinit,  for  preferential 
trading  relations  between  all  BrltUh 
countries;  second,  for  reciprocul  trading 
relations  between  tha  Brltlah  Empire 
and  allied  countries;  third,  for  favorable 
treatment  of  neutral  countrlea;  fourth, 
tor  reatrlctlona  by  tariffs  and  other- 
wise on  all  trade  relatione  with  enemy 
countrlea  no  as  to  make  It  impossible 
to   return   to  pre-war  conditiona." 

The  Bradford  delegation  urged  abao- 
lute  prohibition  of  further  deaitnga 
With  Uermany,  but  this  did  not  ■prevail. 
Uther  resolutlDiTs  adopted  provided 
tor  the  Government  immodlately  con- 
sulting With  Canada.  Australia  and  the 
other  oohmlea  on  the  probloma  artalng 
nw  the  reault  of  the  war,  particularly 
with  reference  to  a  reciprocity  agree- 
ntent  and  the  Regulation  of  future  trade 
relatione  with  Germany  and  Auatria: 
alao  for  the  Immediate  appointment  of 
a  MInlatcr  of  Commerce  and  Induatry, 
with  (.'abinet  rank,  to  be  choaen  from 
the   bualness  claaaea. 

Trade  Organlsattoa  Vrgad 

Action  similar  to  that  tak<n  recently 
In  the  ITnlted  States,  when  an  organis- 
ation with  a  capital  of  toO.OOO,()00  was 
termed  with  the  object  of  apreading 
American  trade  throughout  the  world, 
waa  recommended  for  Oreut  Britain  to- 
day by  Sir  I'^dward  Hoklen,  addreaaing 
tha  Brltlah  Aaaoclatlon  of  Chambera  of 
commerce  .  HIr  Edward  recently  vlalted 
the  United  fflatea  with  Lord  Reading's 
commlsalon.  Referring  to  the  Amer- 
ican organlaatlon.   Sir  Edward   aatd: 

"We  muat  do  the  aame  thing,  and  do 
it  quickly.  AVe  should  have  a  ayatem 
ct  Brltlah  banks  throughout  Houth 
America,  particularly  in  the  Argentine 
and  In  Braill,  nnd  throughout  Ruasta 
and  other  Allied  countrlea.  Our  Gov- 
ernment ahould  wako  up  and  take  a 
govemmenul  Intereat  In  this  question'' 

I>ele^te  Hobson,  of  Sheffield,  said 
the  American  organisation  was  foanded 
tu  get  control  ot  the  Argentina  trade, 
and  had  l>een  extended  beyond  that,  lla 
urged  prompt  steps  by  the  BritUh  to 
meet  American  efforta  to  aeeure  Ooath 
American    trade. 

The  main  diacuaalon.  however,  waa  a 
Hrltiah  organisation  which  n^uld  over- 
come German  foreign  competition.  The 
rcaolution    finally    adopted    declarea:

BEi^Ll.N'.  Maitli  1.— Arilllei.v  bo  large 
and  powerful  that  it  will  l>e  possible  to 
bombard  England  from  the  Continent  Ik 
g  certain  product  of  the  near  future, 
according  to  Pfot  F.rls  Rausenberger, 
oo-dlrector  of  the  Krupp  works,  and  In- 
ventor of  the  famoua  4!  centimetre  gun. 
In  an  interview  with  the  correepondent 
of  the  Tageblatt  Prof.  Uauaenberger  de- 
clared that  the  day  of  flat  trajectory 
pieces  Is  paat,  and  that  mortara  and 
vertical  ahooting  artillery  will  be  In  in- 
creasing demand. 

Thia  ia  becauae  the  nature  of  modern 
warfare  has  almoat  done  away  with 
the  neceaelty  for  ahooting  horlsontiilly. 
It  being  possible  to  reach  trench  lines 
only  by  shells  from  cannon  ahooting 
vertically. 

Modern  artillery,  notwithstanding  Us 
tremendous  strides,  he  says,  has  In  no- 
wise reached  the  limits  of  Its  positl- 
bllltles,  either  In  effectiveness  or  carry- 
ing power.  The  cannon  of  the  future, 
he  believes,  will  be  able  to  penetrate 
the  strongest  fortlfled  shelters  a.nd  nul- 
lify "England's  shimmering  ocean  arma- 
ment, the  old  proud  wall  which  for  cen- 
turies haa  protected  It  from  the  Con- 
tinent." 

The  Krupp  firm  perfected  the  42  centi- 
metre gun  years  ago,  according  to  Prof. 
Rausenberger,  but  it  was  only  shortly 
brf'ore  the  outbreak  of  the  war  that  it 
was  found  possible  to  make  these  giant 
cannon  independent  of  callioada  and 
easily    transportable.

SPECTACULAR  FIRE 

Chraad     Tnuk    ^laUwaya     Boaaventitfe 
■tation  at  Montreal  Almost  Com- 
pletely   Beetroyed 

MONTREAL,  March  1.— The  Bona- 
venturc  station  of  the  Oraiid  Trunk  was 
completely  destroyed  by  fire  today. 

The  Are  broke  out  early  this  morning, 
and  as  the  building  waa  old  and  very 
inllammable,  the  flamea  quickly  gained 
the  mastery,  and  the  llremen  could  do 
little  to  save  the  atructure.  The  flamea 
shot  upward  to  a  great  height,  making 
the  tire  one  of  the  moat  sbctacular 
Montreal  huM  neen  for  many  years. 

Ureat  quantities  of  l>SRgaBe  aiHl  ex- 
preaa  matter,  as  well  aa  valuable  rail- 
way records,  were  destroyed,  but  so  fsr 
aa  la  known,  no  one  waa  Injured  and  no 
lives  were  lost 

Street  railway  traffic  In  the  district 
had  |o  be  diverted,  but  the  railway 
traffic  will  not  be  Interfered  with  to  any 
extent,  as  the  St.  Henri  station,  two 
miles  away,  is  available  as  a  central 
depot.  Officials  say  there  will  be  no  dla> 
location  of  schedules. 

At  10:30,  the  firemen  were  still  pour- 
ing streams  on  the  burning  building 
from  all  sides,  and  the  Are  was  under 
control.  Nothing  remains  of  the  build- 
ing now  but  the  bare  aalla  encased  la 
Ice. 

The  proprietor  of  the  restauraut  In 
the  building.  J.  Clark,  and  his  wife  were 
In  bed  when  the  Are  started,  and  made 
their  escape  with  difficulty.  With  the 
temperature  t>elow  aero,  the  firemen 
worked  under  a  great  handicap,  as  they 
aalakly  beoame  encgsed  In  a  coating  of 
Ice. 

Howard  K.  Kelly,  vice-president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
railway.  In  a  staUment  issued  at  noon, 
stated  that  the  fire  was  of  accldcatal 
origin,  being  caused  by  a  short  circuit 
in  the  stationery  department. 

The  loss  Is  placed  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  |IO«,Ot>0,  fally  cohered  by  In- 
surance. It  is  understood  that  work 
will  be  started  at  djfce  on  a  new  and 
modern  terminal  on  the  site  of  the 
ruined  building.  The  new  building  will 
be  much  larger  and  more  Imposing  than 
the  rather  out  of  date  building  de- 
atroyed.

No  compromise  proposition,  such  as  a 
vote  of  conOdsncs  In  tbs  President's 
forsign  policy,  will  bs  acceptable.  Such 
aa  action,  it  Is  bold,  might  bo  construed 
In  Bsrlln  as  Justifying  ths  opinion  that 
ths  President  lateks  ths  support  of  Con- 
grsss  and  his  own  party  in  bis  demands 
for  a  full  observance  of  international 
law,  while  Its  only  purpose  would  be  to 
afford  members  of  Congress  a  way  to 
avoid  recording  their  positions  before 
the  country  on  ths  straight  oui-aud-out 
question. 

Prssld«nt  Wilson  mads  his  position 
clsar  to  Congrsssional  leaders  tonight 
In  unsqulvooal  tsrms  as  a  climax  to  a 
day  of  confusion,  uncsrtainty  and 
pollticsl  manoeuverlng  which  marited 
the  opening  of  his  flrst  real  fight  with 
Congress. 

As  if  to  emphasise  that  ths  President 
sbsoluteiy  refosss  to  oontinus  negotia- 
tions with  Oermany  until  the  attitude 
of  Cdhgrsss  hss  bosn  ssttlsd.  It  was 
mads  known  that  ths  Uaitsd  SUtes  doss 
not  consider  the  latest  assurances  from 
Count  von  Bsmstorff.  ths  Uermsn  ani- 
bassador.  as  broad  or  as  sstlsfaotory  as 
those  offlcisUy  given.  No  further  step 
will  l>e  taken,  however,  while  the  Presi- 
dent waits  on  Congress.  Msanwhils  ths 
pending  Lusltania  agreement  will  not 
bs  finally  scceptsd. 

Ths  whols  situation  In  Congress,  con- 
fused by  Ue  President's  call  yssterdsy 
for  a  vots.  was  thrown  into  a  snsri  to- 
day whsn  at  an  sarly  morning  confsr- 
ence  the  President  outlined  his  position 
to  Senators  Stone  and  Kern,  Representa- 
tive Flood,  ohslrmsn  of  the  Foreign 
Affsirs  Committee  of  the  Houss,  Spsaker 
Clark.  Houss  Loader  Kitohin.  and  Act- 
ing Chairman  Pou.  of  ths  House  ruleo 
committss. 

As  soon  as  the  delegation  returned  to 
the  Capitol  with  the  news  of  whst  tbs 
President  bsd  said.  It  was  spparent 
that  soms  of  the  elders  who  bsd  secretly 
supported  the  anti-administration  forces 
snd  under  administration  pressure  hud 
pickstsd  resolutions  in  committee  when 
there  Wss  danger  of  their  being  adopt- 
ed, realised  tkat  ths  Prsaident  and  his 
friends  had  suddenly  gained  the  whip 
hand.  It  was  plain  that  they  at  once 
devoted  their  efforts  tu  attempts  to 
avoid  a  dsfsat  at  ths  hands  of  the  Ad- 
minlstrstlon  fore**  by  side-tracking 
tke  main  Issue  and  msking  the  flght 
turn  to  a  vots  on  a  resolution  of  con- 
fldsnos  for  Ue  Prssidsnt,  in  which  they 
could  Join  without  compromising  their 
position  in  support  of  wsrnins  Ameri- 
cans  to  avo4d  belligerent  armed  ships. 

Practically  in  control  of  the  machtn- 
cry  of  the  House,  the  lesdem  held  the 
situation  in  deadlock  sli  day  trhile  they 
conferred  snd  sought  for  some  proposal 
which  would  sstlsfy  the  President  and 
stUl  savs  thsir  positions. 

Frisada  of  Uo  Prssidsnt.  wstching 
ths  manoeuverlng  closely,  saw  Us  ob- 
Jsot.  and  tonight  from  the  White  Houss 
esms  word  that  there  would  be  no  com- 
promise. Congress  will  meet  tomorrow 
facing  a  clear  out  Issus  with  the  Presl- 
dsnt.

Practically  all  BriUsh  oMr- 
chant  ships  ssaployod  In  trads  bstwoon 
ths  Unitsd  SUtss  and  the  United  King- 
dom   have   previously    bssn    unarmsd. 

"Tbs  dsclsratlon.  Usrsforo.  made  by 
ths  Usrman  Govsrnmsnt  that  It  will 
sink  all  BrIUsb  merchant  ships  at  sight 
bscauso  of  Uslr  armamsnt  Is  ons 
which  cannot  possibly  be  JustlAod. 
This  Is  clearly  proved  by  Ue  statsmsnt 
Issusd  yesterday,  giving  a  list  of  Ue 
British  and  neutral  unarmed  merchant 
ships  which  havo  bssn  torpedoed  by 
Oermsn    submsrines    without    warning." 

Commenting  on  the  new  German  sub* 
msrlns  campaign  Ths  Dsily  Chronlcls 
remarks  that  It  is  csrtaia  to  crsats 
frssh  complications  between  Oermafy 
and.

Institute  Convention  Opens  at 
Ottawa— Importance  of  In- 
dustry to  Canada  Is  Em- 
phasized in  Addresses. 


urrAWA,  March  I.— At  ths  lltk  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Canadian  Mining 
instttuts.  opening  in  Ottawa,  today,  Hon. 
P.  Biondin.  Minister  of  Mines,  welcom- 
ing a  largo  body  of  delegates,  said 
looking  at  ths  wonderful  growth  of 
dllfereht  mining  industries  and  ths 
wonderful  achlevemeuts  attained  in  thu 
course  of  the  last  few  months,  no  one 
could  fall  to  foresee  the  day  In  the 
near  future  whbn  mining  products  will 
offer  to  the  country  an  equal.  If  not 
more  substantial,  source  of  national 
strength  and  wealth  even  than  that 
wl^ch  our  tremendous  agricultural  re- 
suurcss  ars  bringing  at  prssent.  This 
war,  as  In  every  .field  of  action,  has 
revealed  our  own  country  to  the  world 
and  to  ourselves.  While  we  are  proud 
of  what  the  sons  of  Canada  are  doing 
in  the  fields  of  battle,  we  have  also 
reason  to  be  proud  of  whst  we  have 
found  ourselves  capable  of  doing  at 
home.  One  Instance  Is  the  progress 
made  in  the  development  of  smelting 
Industries.
